SOME CHALLENGED DERBY WINNERS. 

Sensational Incidents Following the Running 
of the Greatest of Races. 

.Sporting men .are fond of saying that the records 
of the Derby are the cleanest In the annals of tti.? 
turf. Such, however. Is not the case. 

In the earlier days of what lias now iM'come n 
great national eijulnc contest, matters on the turf 
were conducted In a somewhat lax manner, says 
Tid-Bits. The stringent rules and strict super- 
vision of the Jockey Club at present prevailing pre- 
clude the possibilil.v of a fraud bedig carried out 
in the Derby nowadays. 

Tlie minutest detail of each thoroughbred from 
the day of Its birth and Its family history is con- 
tained In its dossier held by the racing authori- 
ties. 

I'he first Derby disputed was that won liy St. 
Giles in 1832. Directly tlie liorses liad passed the 
l*ost, the owner of tlie second liMlged an objection 
against tlie winner on the ground of wrong descrip- 
tion. 3'his amazing allegation caused an immense 
sensation at tlie time. 

'Three prominent sportsmen were called in to ad- 
judicate u|ion tlie merits of the ease and, after 
hearing ttie evideiioe pro and eou, decided in favor 
of St. Giles, to the great delight of the horse's 
Yorkshire owner, who liad won a fortune over the 
race. 

Seven years elapsed ere another Derliy winner was 
ehallenged. and the classic event was that year 
notalile for many interesting reasons. This was 
tlie sermnd occasion upon which the pulilic were 
carried to Epsom tiy rail, and Hie crowd was so 
great tliat the railway arrangements broke down. 

Snow and sleet fell on Hermit's Derby da.v, be- 
fore and after tlie race; .St. .\maiit won in a ter- 
ilde tropical thunder storm; hut Bloomsbury had 
to tiglit his way to Hie winning iiost through a 
Idindiiig snowstorm. He had never run on a race 
course before. 

'Ttie snow-sprinkled spe<-lators received a rude 
slioek shortly after Bloomstmry’s success, for the 
horse was objected to on the ground Jhat his jiedi- 
gree dilTcrod from tlie description in the official 
•’Uali'mlar” and the “Stud Book.’’ The Ejisom 
stewards speedily investigated the matter and de- 
cided in favor of tlie winner. 

Mr. Craven, the owner of tlie second Iiorse, Do- 
U'ptioii. was not satisfied, and warned the stake- 
ladders not to pay over Hie v.ilue of Hie race (*20,- 
.500) to Hie owner of Bloomsliury. Not only tliat, 
lie made the matter Hie sulijeet of a lawsuit, in 
wliicli lie, after a long delay, again finished second 
Hie judge deciding against liiiii. 

The year after Bloonisliury’s exciting “Blue 
Riblam” the late Queen Victoria, accompanied by 
Prince Alliert, visited Hie Derliy for the first time 
after tier coronation. The horse tliat won upon tills 
historic occasion was Little Wonder, an outsider, 
at iMiniids to slilllings against. 3'liis was the 
smallest animal tliat ever carried off tlie great 
race, and it was rumored before the event tliat he 
was more than three years old, tlic race being con- 
fined to liorses of that age. 

It was roundly stated in expert circles that lie 
was, indeed, three years alxive tlie age limit, and 
everyone expected and some dreaded an olijeetioii 
to be laid on Hiese grounds after the judge ha i 
given liis verdict. 

It was alleged at tlic lime Hint Lord Westmin- 
ster, whose Launeclot finished second, refused to 
lixlge one. The famous jockey, W. Scott, wlio rode 
four Derliy winners, liad the mount on the second, 
and wlieii. after rounding Tatteiihani Corner ho saw 
Halt l.iUle Wonder liad Hie race in hand, lie offered 
Unit liorse's rider $.5 .(nh» to sio|i him, having liaeked 
liis own mount, wliich was favorite, to win liim a 
lot of money. 

■■You're tiM> laic. Mr. Scott; tmi late,’’ sliouted 
I. it lie W onder's jiK'key over liis shoulder as he 
sliot to Hic front. 

'Tlie most notorious Derliy on record was 

V 

Hint of isil. wlicii a Iiorse called Ruiiiiiiig 
Rein liuislied first past Hie post, with Colone! 
I’ccTs Orlando sei-oiid. Tlie winner helotiged to 

a cuiiniiig licttiug clique. Infiuciitial turfites had 
received mysterious, yet conviiieiiig. information 
Hiat Kuiuiiiig Rein was not the horse he was claimed 
to lie liy ills nominators, Imt an older horse. Im- 
inediatcly the race was over, tin* owner of the sec- 
ond, Colonel Peel — another of whose horses, Ionian, 
had. by the way. finished third — claimed the stakes. 

ilessrs. Weatherliy were coiiipelled — in view of a 
lawsuit in connection with Hic scandal — to pay them 
into court. The guiding spirit of Hu* turf in those 
days w.as the popular Lord George Bcntinck, and 
Ills patient Investigations 'ferreted out the plot. 

It was eventually proved beyond all doubt at the 
trial, that Running Rein was, in fact, a four-year- 
old colt named Maecahr-us. \ verdict In accord- 
ance with the weight of evidence was given by the 
judge and Orlando became the winner. 

The Derb.v of 1857, won by the famous York- 
sliire mare Blink Bonny, gave rise to a great deal 
of acrimonious discussion. The race rcsuUod in a 
magnificent finish, the judge declaring that Blink 
Boiiiiy liad won by a neck from Black Tommy, witli 
-Vdauias, another neck away, third. Few, Indeed, 
of tlie spectators— with tlie exception of those who 
liad won mone.v over the winner — were sati.sflcl 
with Gie official placings. The majority vowed that 
Black Tommy had v.on, and Hie remainder that 
.\dainas was the winner. 3'hc owner of the latter 
declared to liis dying day that he liad lieeii roblied 
of tlie Derliy, and liis jockey. C’ovc.v. was similarly 
confident that he had won. Had the verdict liccn 
given to elUier the second or third in this disputed 
Derliy, their resi>ective owners would have landed 
a fortune in bets. 

The victory of the rank oiiisidcr, a 40 to 1 chauec. 
I’aractacus, forty-five years ago. gave rise to sev- 
eral seusatioiial Incidents. The horse wai. it Is 
said, trained uu a Loudon eouiiiioii and stabled in 
a piililic-house stall. His attendant and stable boy, 
named I’lirsoiis. wlio begged for the mount in the 
Derby, failed to draw Hie weight iiinm returning 
to scale after finishing first past Hie winiilug post. 

\\ lien the liridle was requisitioned he ju.st man- 
aged to iiass Hie clerk of Hie si-ales. After a long 
lielav tlie ’’All rlglit’’ was called uud the suiall 
liookmakers paid the winners their money. But 
I'araetacus liad not yet got the rare, for he had 
to run the gantlet of an otijecHon liMigeil by Lord 
Stamford on tlie xromid tliat the start liad taken 
place sixty yards in front of the appointed starting 
IMist. and Hiat liis horse. Ensign, and several others 
bad liecu iiraclically left when the starter dropped 
his flag. 

The stewards of the Jockey riuli, among whom 
was Hie celebrated .Vdiiiiral Rous, investigated the 
■'oiiiplaiiit. The result was that they severely repri- 
iiiaiided .Mr. .McGeorge, Hie slarler, and fiiformeil 
him Hint a repetition of Hie offense would lend to 
liis iiislaiit disiiiis.sal. 

.\ccordiug to Hie “Rules of Racing.’’ laird Slam- 
ford’s olijectioii was lialged a few iiiiiiules after the 
s’.ipiilated Hme allowed for making it. Had he not 
tieeu too late the race must have been declared void 
and run over again. It uiay be meuUoueU tliat 



Hie owner of Caractnens. wbo won. In addition to 
Hie stakes ^aboiit $32..5<M), $12.5.000 over the race, 
settled $.500 a year for life on the stable lioy who 
rtHle his horse to victory. The successful Jockey 
died In a London hospital a few wi'eks ago. 

Another Derby In which the judge’s verdict was 
called Into "question by tlie spectators was that of 
1869, when Pretender, ridden by John Ostiorne, heat 
Pero Gomez by a bead. Thousands of people who 
were eonUdeiit Hint Hie second had won were exult- 
ant wlieii I*ero Gomez won the subsequent St. Leger 
and the doubtful Derliy winner was not in the 
first three. Pretender's jockey is still alive, and 
he told the writer not long ago that he tliought he 
had “just won.” 

A few weeks after the late Duke of Westminster’s 
Bend Or — the sire of Ormonde — lieat Roliert the Devil 
by a head, a tremendous sensation was caused In 
the siKirtliig world by the owner of the second 
lodging an objection. A discharged stud groom 
averred that Bend Or was a changeling aud not 
tlie one descrilied, hut a horse called Tadcaster. 
•\fter exhaustively coiisideriiig the evidem-e lirought 
forwhrd, tlie Epsom stewards deoided tliat Bend Or 
was actually the horse he was cliiiineil to lie. The 
pulilic will not readily forget the constematioii 
created by the olijecHon. It may lie mentioned that 
tlie stud gnxmi wlio made the allegation declared 
on his death bed a few years ago Hint his statement 
was ati.solutely true. 

WESTERN TRACK BUILDERS EXCEL. 

II. M. .Ma.son. Hie veteran owner and trainer, 
wlio is now handling W. O'Brien Macdonough’s 
string at Emeryville, lias long lieen recognized as 
an authority on lirecding and all matters pertaining 
to racing. few days ago, in a slight respite fol- 
lowing his moniing’s work at Oakland, tlie veteran 
explained how the west was teaching tlie east to 
luiild race tracks: 

“111 the opinion of a great many hersenien. the 
tracks have improved as iiiueli or more Ilian the 
horses in Hie last thirty-five years,” he said. 

•'If the weights carried had not gone up in tlie 
scale several pounds in the same periial there would 
ho no room for an argument. But even witli the 
present adjustment of weights, we must look back 
to the time when in the early seventies a horse like 
Longfellow stepped the first mile in 1:4b and tlie' 
one and one-quarter in 2:07, in a race of over two 
miles, and this over the regulation mile course at 
Saratoga, which was deep and sandy. 

“Tlie mile record over the track at the time was 
alioiit 1 :4.3. 

“Such a perfonuancp would Im creditahlo today 
over the Slicppsliend Bay course, which is at least 
three seconds fast over Hie Saratoga track of 1871. 

“Only a few years ago when a horse worked a 
mile at Sliccpsheud Bay in 1:42 or (travesend in 1:4:5 
he was considered a iK'tting proposition. But now 
conditions have changed, and a horse that <diiU 1 do 
no hettcr than the above would not be backed to win 
a race among Hie cbeapest platers. 

“Now, why the change, and where did it come 
from ? 

“Undouhtodly from Hie west. 

“\ few years ago the suiierinteiideiits of tracks 
cast liad to have a cusliion of from two to Hirec 
aud one-lialf inches, or Hie trainers would all lx- 
gniiiililing, and slate that tlie track was too Iiard 
and tlicir liorses were in danger of hreakiiig down. 
Whereas, for a fact, they were breaking them 
down In the heavy going. Tlie western folks liave 
in tlic last few years raced more in Hip east and 
have finally convinced the eastern liorscmen lli.it 
tlie deep track is liarder on Hie tendons and will 
lireak a Iiorse down much quicker than a liglit. fast 
track, witii an incli or less cii.shioii. 

"I lioncstly believe Hint I.ongfeIlo,w would liavc 
run one and one quarter miles over Belmont I’ark 
as it Is tiKlay in two minutes, or very close to it. 

“However, tliis is only siipiiosilirn and persoii.il 
opinion, taken from oliservatiou of Hie great iiii 
Iirovemeut in race tracks in Hie lime alMive men 
Honed. 

“Time, liowever. must not f«‘ taken 1ih> seriously; 
it is very treaelierous and apt to ileeeive us. On 
tills .side of Hip .Vtlcnlie we liave acquired tlic very 
laid liabit of running after Hme :-econis. For in- 
stance, everylHMly was talking alamt Broomstick 
winning the Briglitoii Handicap in 2:<i2 and a frac- 
Hon. with al«>ut 104 iiounds mi him. but Hiey lose 
siglit altogether of Hie grand horse lie t>eat ii lienrt. 
giving him a lot of weight, wlio actually ran one- 
eighth of a mile after he liroke down. I refer 10 
Irish Lad. 

“Tlie horse Hiat finishes tlilrd or fourth under ad- 
verse conditions is the real hero in many cases, 
lint Hie guides and tlie public iiowl and clieer for 
Hie one whose number goi's up, witu nothiug on his 
back.” 

BETTING AT OAKLAND. 

“From the speculative standpoint the opening 
was a huge succe.ss. Some fear had been enter- 
tained in view of the recent financial Hurry that 
there might be a failing off In the betting, in conse 
qiience of wliich some of Hie laiokmakers wlio wen 
on the ground did not cut in. preferring to await 
developments. The developments were of a sort 
that made them wisli they had gone on. 'The liet- 
ting ring never held a more eager moii of siiecti- 
lators than it did on this first da.v. .U times Hie 
crush was so great that it was weli-iiigli jnipossihle 
for aiiylimly to get down a het unless he liappeued 
to lie in the immediate vicinity of a hook, aud 
lictlors had actually to liglit their way to Hie 
iMKillis. Tlie twcnty-eiglit layers who were in line 
in Hie big ring, besides the combination uud two 
Held liooks. liad all tlie luisiness tliey could liuudle. 
Mile and all reported a great- volume of small bets. 

‘■'The use of clearing house certificates for wager- 
ing was resorted to but little. Tho*e who Ix-t gold 
aud ciiiTeiicy receivisl gold or currency in tlie settle 
iiieiit of winning wagers, wliile Hiose from wlioiii 
Hie layers acceidcd cerlificates were paid off in 
cerlilicates. Uerl ilicates were aecei^al as readily 
liy Hie bookies as were wagers in gold and currency, 
a distiuguishiiig mark bciug placed 011 Hie tickets 
issuwl to the bettors whicli effectually prevented 
any confusion in Ihc setHement of accounts. 

".\s is usual on lug days, Hicrc was a uoticeatde 
absence of lieavy wagering, the liig liettors follow- 
ing Hiclr rule of lettiiig tlie pulilic do most of Hie 
lietlilig oil siicli iicciisious. The leading layers 
agreed licit Hie volume of speculation was greater 
tlian it was 011 oiiciiiiig day a year ago.’’ — Sail Frau 
cisco Fall. 

ARE GOOD TO BET WITI:i. 

Of one feature of the betting at Oakland on the 
oiienlng da.v, the Siin Francisco Chronicle says; 
‘■'The new eiiireiicy -those clearing-liouse cerlificates 
— were a di.sHiict siic-ccss. 3’liere were few of Hie 
iMMiks that refused to accept them, aud Hie liellors 
had 110 Iroiilde in hacking Hieir choices merely l«‘ 
cause they liad p:i|MT money iiisteail of Hie gold. 
.Men who liei the certificates got them hack with 
some added if tliey won, but they were satisfied 
with any kind of wealth, aud not a murmur was 
beard.” 



SANTA ANITA PARK IS ITS NAME. 

New Track at Arcadia Named After “Lucky” 
Baldwin’s Famous Ranch. 

Los .\ngeles. Cal., Novemlier 11. — There will he 
no meeting at Asi-ot this winter. This can be set 
down as eslablislied. George Rose, who owns the 
eontrolliiig interest in Ascot, has made this an- 
nouiicenieut and as he holds a largo interest in the 
new triiek at Santa Anita, he ought to know. Even 
should the Supreme Court decide the annexation of 
•\si-ot Dark to la- Invalid. Ascot's gates will rc- 
niaiii closed for this winter, at least, aud tlie 
Baldwin track will have Hie field clear. If addi- 
tional proof of tills was needed It Is only ueces- 
s«ry to state that several of .VseoCs stakes have 
been transferred and will be run off at Hie new 
track. The Rose Sidling Stakes and the Los .\n- 
geles Derby are the principal events, the latter 
taking the place of the .\scot Derliy. All of Hie 
stakes ■will liave an increased value over that of 
•\scot. notably the California Handicap, witli a 
guaranteed value of .$7,.5<Ki, which 1s an increase 
of $4, .500 and the F.os Angeles lierby, with a 
giiiiranli'ed value of $5,000. an inerense of $.3,000. 
■file Rose Selling Stakes is worth $2,000 and the 
lolal value of the stakes will amount to over $32,- 
iHHi, a liig increase over that offered at Ascot. 
The niaiiageuieiit is holding out lietter inilucemeuts 
to the liorsemeii in the way of iiicreasi-d purses aud 
increased value iii the different stakes. 

'The work has so far advanced at the new track, 
which will be officially designated Santa .\ulla 
I’ark. that the promoters can now at last guaran- 
tee that the initial meeting will surely begin as 
l.iiiiiiised on Thanksgiving Da.v, Novenil«*r 2S. 'Tlic 
track proper is in such an advanced state that the 
horses quartered at .\scot awaiting the eompIcHoii 
of the new traek. will lie moved over in a few 
days and trainers will be allowed to gallop Hieir 
horses over It at least ten da.vs liefoi-e the oiaui- 
ing day. The graudstaiiil will not he coniideted 
in time, imt the work will lie rushed and seating 

iDom will lie provided for the niee-goers.

ONLY BACKS THE WINNING HORSES. 

New Method of Betting on the Races Becom- 
ing Popular in England. 

A m-w systom of backing tlir r:ic<'S lias Imm-ii iiiaii 
guratta) |ii taiiiie of tlio lamibNi rluhs. which, in 
default of a better iiaiiie, is known as the “Option 
Accumulator.” In this country it would probably 
be called an option parlay, and is, all in all, a 
novel idea, as the liettor backs every winner at the 
post price. 

The mislus operand! is as follows: In the start- 

ing price otiices which go into this option business 
the liettor purchases fop !j!12r. a iieiiny accumulator 
on all the winners of a meeting. If the parlay 
thus started does not total SlJ.'i on all the races run 
during the meeting the lad tor lo.ses the difference. 
On the other hand, he is entllhsl to all over the 
$12.-1 which may accumulate on the parlay. 

The siu'cess or failure of the jdayer clepends en- 
tirely on the prices ipioted against the winners. 
In the case of a succession ot short -iirieed favorites 
winning the original tiet of a iwnny would hardly 
parlay into an amount equal to the option. On the 
other hand, with a few horses at good prices winning 
the parlay wonld s<x>n exived the price of the 
option even from such a small beginning as one 
jienny. 

It is on record that a certain young nobleman won 
something over at a recent three-day meeting 

on h|s "uccumulative option.” At the recent (!at- 
wick ineeting of two days the net protit to the 
bettor would have bi'cn in ex«-ess of 

One of the features of thi.s system of li*?tting 
is that one does not have to follow a favorite tip- 
ster or exercise any ingenuity whatever in liuding 
winners. He simply sits by and watches the prices, 
for he is in the proud jiosition of being on every 
winner of the meeting at the starting price. 

Tills manner of b(*tling is made to include entire 
meetings, from the fact that few' of the meetings 
exceml three days in duration, while a majority 
are for two days only and frequently only for one 
day.
